ty nine men of its crew hours before 
it reached the surface. 
The subm arin e was raised by means 
of p owerful cra ne s mounted on float­ 
ing p ontoons. 
Heavy seas ha mp ered 
the rescue workers, but buoyed 
by 
hop e that the crew of the subm arin e 
were alive afte r subm a rine te legra p h 
c ommunication had been established, 
they worked on, disregarding p ersona!) 
danger. 
A few h ours before the submarine 
was finally raised at 6.30 p . m. (Ita li an, 
time), the si gnals from the subm arine! 
ceased. Desp ite this ill-omen, the res-, 
cuers clung u> the hop e th a t the mem-! 
hers of the ill-fated unders ea boat’sj 
crew had only been overcome by foul j 
gases or had moved to the 
co nnin g' 
tower. 
However, the amaz ing efforts of the 
re s c ue rs had been in vain. All of the! 
s ubm a rin e 's crew were dead. 


Pending an official inquiry, it was 
a ssum ed that chlorine 
gas 
was 
r e ­ 
sp onsible for the asp hyxiation of the 
en ti re crew of the subm arine. All 111 
bodies were found huddled in the re ar 
p osition of the craft, leading to the be­ 
lief that some of tin. tr ap p ed men a t ­ 
temp ted to escap e through the torp edo 
tube. 


It is believed that nine of the vic­ 
tims died Monday night and the rest 
yesterday afternoon with rescue near 
a t hand. 


When the subm a rin e was brought to 
the surface, those who entered it were 
forced to wear gas masks, because of 
the p oison fumes.

p ealed on the surface in the harbor 
of 1’ola, off Brioni Island, ri ght un d e r 1 
the blow of the destroyer Giusep p e j

subm a rin e sank immediately in 
feet of wate r but the de stroye r was 
not badly damaged. 


The officers who died in the sub­ 
m a rin e were Cap tain Weil and C om­ 
m a n d e r Fasulo. Admiral Fosehini was 
in c harge of rescue op erations.

disap p ointed and in p overty. 
Such is life 
Robert Fulton became 
rich and famous but “ p oor John Fitch" 
lived up to his rep utation 
And to this 
day it is not known w h e th e r he died a 
natural death or committed suicide. 
lit' left a will in which suitable p ro 
vision was made for certain p ersons 
who had furnished him money 
with

"He had,” says one writer, "often been 
heard to say, that, if be failed to attain 
his legal rights, he did not want to 
survive tin1 d isap p o in tm en t.”

| and stubborn for this, and as a result 
they remained a p a rt until the end. 
Fro m the recollections of some of 
his co ntemp o raries, John Fitch was a 
j fall man, straight as an arrow, s t a n d - 1 
; ing six feet two in his stocking feet, 
| he was thin and sp are, his face lean 
i and his comp lexion 
tawny; 
he 
had 
j black hair an d p iercing black eyes; 
| his temp er was fierce and quick, and 
j soon over, “ the case of his wife to the 
j contrary n o tw it hstandin g.”
